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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following office action is in response to the amendment dated 6/13/2007. Claims 5, 
17 and 26 are cancelled. Currently claims 1-4, 6-16, 18-25 and 27-32 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-4, 6-16, 18-25 and 27-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Richards et al. (US 6,162,060) in view of examiner's official notice. 

4. Re claims 1 and 13, Richard discloses a method and system for use in an electronic 
learning system that manages versioned learning objects in a master repository (main 
computer with a repository) and in a local repository (server with file storage which also 
contains various courses resident on server), the method comprising: detecting a version 
conflict associated with a learning object; and resolving the version conflict to enable use of a 
version of the learning object in the electronic learning system; (abstract; col 2-3; col 4, lines 22 - 
48; lines 54 - 67; col 5, lines 1-15). Richards does not explicitly recite wherein detecting the 
version conflict comprises determining if a first version of the learning object in the local 
repository references two different versions of the learning object. However it would be obvious 
to one of ordinary skill in the art that such methodology can be used together. It is a common 
knowledge that the curriculums for lessons change quite often, mostly on a semester basis. If the 
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student is already taking the obsolete version (pre-requisite) of a future course he's planning on 
taking, he will be allowed to finish the obsolete version and continue taking the future course 
(which may also be obsolete) or the newer course (referencing two different versions) until he is 
finished with the series of courses. This insures that the student does not have to repeat a pre- 
requisite lesson and continue on the series of courses he's planning on taking. 

Claims 2-4, 6-12, 13-16, 18-25 and 27-32 as best understood are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over Richards et al (US 6,162,060) in view of examiner's official notice 
discussed above and for the reasons set forth in the prior Office action and incorporated herein. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1,13 and 25 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
